Tuberculin Test Law to Be Enforced. 


A large number of Inquiries are 


being received by the College of Agrl- 
cultare in regard to the law providing 
for t-he testing of cattle for tubercu- 
losis prior to their sale. 
The state 


live stock sanitary board' Is making 
provisions for a rigid enforcement of 
the law, of which the' following is the 
significant portion: 


"From and after December 1, 1010, 


it shall be unlawful to sell or other- 
wise transfer any bull, cow, or heifer 
of the bovine family, over six months 
old, for other than feeding purposes, 
or to be exported from tho state or 
slaughtered, unless the same has with- 
in two years prior to such sale "r 
transfer been tuberculin tested by 
some competent person approved by 
the state .live stock sanitary 
board 


and been found to be free from tuber- 
culosis." It will be seen that the law 
does not require the testing of dairy 
or breeding catttle to be 
exported 


from t h e state. . . . . 
. Many inquiries are received in re- 
gard to the sale of milk and cream 
from untested or from know tubercu- 
lous cows. 
The dairy law provides 


that milk from diseased animals shall 
not be sold, and the dairy and food 
commissioner has the power to pro- 
hibit the -sale' of milk from tubercu-- 
lous animals. 
' 


The Indemnity paid to the owner of 


tuberculous catttle slaughtered under 
the control 'of the sanitary board will 
remain unchanged.' 
The owner re- 


ceives three-fourths of the appraised 
value, which In no case shall exceed 
$55. .When no-lesions of tuberculosis 
are found on slaughter the owner re- 
celVes the full appraised value. 
, It is believed by those familiar with 
the subject tha^t the law will be of 
great value to the live stock interests 
of the state, since It-will remove ore 
of the most important factors in the 
spread of tuberculosis, namely; the 
Introduction of diseased animals into 
healthy herds. .It is hoped the farm- 
ers'will appreciate the value of this 
law' to them and will aid the state 
authorities in its enforcement.

bears on its face the principal constel- 
lations. In use a slide marked "Today 
Is" is set at the day of the month, and 
then the movable dial Is turned until 
tbe hour comes up to the same slide. 
The arrow shown In the illustration is 
carried by a sleeve on the rod on 
which the dials are mounted, and Is 
also free'to swing on an axis at right 
angles to this rod. 
If it bo desired to 


find a certain constellation a pointer 
connected with the arrow is moved 
over the dial until the slot in the point- 
er uncovers the name of the constella- 
tion that is sought. Each constellation 
bears a number with the plus or minus 
sign indicating north or south declina- 
tion. This Indicates that the 
arrow 


must be swung on Its axis until a pin 
on the sleeve is brought into register 
with the declination number on an arc 
carried by the arrow. 
This done the 


arrow 
points to 
that 
part of 
the 


heavens in which the constellation lies. 
The principle, of course, Is the same 
as that of the 
equatorial 
telescope. 


The rod on which the dials are mount- 
ed must He parallel with the axis of 
the earth; that is, it must point direct- 
ly toward the north pole of the hea- 
vens. 
The instrument may be used 


conversely to indicate the name of any 
bright star or constellation toward 
which the arrow is directed.

years, however, has witnessed a revolution. 
Now almost all cranberries are picked by the 
aid of. machines, and because it is tiresome 
work manipulating these machines it has come 
about that most of tho women and children 
have been forced out of tho Industry and the 
task is largely In the hands of men, the more 
skillful of whom receive from $3 to ?5 per day. 


The picking machine most extensively used 


has the appearance of a huge wooden scoop, 
the bottom of which Is made up of a row of 
metal bars, tipped with sharp prongs and set 
close together. 
In operation thia • scoop Is 


shoved with some considerable force Into the 
tangle of cranberry vines and then is drawn up- 
ward and backward with the result that the 
vines which .have been caught slip between the 
metal bars but leave the berries, which are too 
large to pass through the openings, as do tha 
vines, and in consequence are stripped from 


their stems and remain In the scoop, whence 
they are transferred to the tray which each pick- 
er has close at hand. An expert picker with a 
machine will do the work of from half a dozen 
to a dozen hand pickers. 


The cranberries as picked on the bogs are 


placed In huge wooden boxes and transferred 
to a nearby frame building, 
where 
they aro 


passed through a machine known as a "separa- 
tor," which takes out all the leaves, twigs and 
other foreign matter. Then they are sorted for 
the elimination of any bad or worm-eaten ber- 
ries and finally are placed in barrels, which aro 
hauled away to railroad yards to be loaded into 
cars to the tune of from 220 to 240 barrels 
to the car, refrigerator cars being used exclu- 
sively.. Up to the present time cranberries have 
been sold In bulk, but this year sees an Innova- 
tion In the appearance of evaporated cranberries, 
for which are claimed all the advantages of evap- 
orated peaches or apples, and in the Introduction 
of cranberries put up In pasteboard cartons. 
Bearing cranberry boss of the 
most 
desir- 


able kind cost from S600 to J1.200 per acre, 
but in a bumper year a grower may get his 
money back the first year, and during the worst 
year the industry has known. In a decade most-of 
the growers made from 10 to 15 per cent, on 
their investment, and that, too. In spite of the 
fact that cranberries were so plentiful that they 
brought only $2 a barrel, whereas $5 to $7 a bar- 
rel is accounted an average price, and there have 
been years when a famine of cranberries sent 
the price up to ?10 per barrel.

'fall of 1G21, this being followed In 1C23 
.by tho first Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion, by tho governor of Massachu- 
setts. In 1G30 there arrived at Plym-

nearly 1,200 instead of a mere 300. On 
;July S. 1G30, another Thanksgiving

The pious, hard-driven, -worn-out, but 


thankful Puritans who sat down at 
their tables.one November, a few cen- 
turlea ago, and made the first Thanks- 
giving Day, never knew to what 
lengths they were to drive the In- 
genuity of their 
poor descendant. 


But It wasn't their fault after all, that 


Netherlands also appointed different 
dates tor public thanksgiving, from 
time to time, and In some historical 
works there Is record of a dispute as 
to which of these colonies deserved 
tho credit for having first Inaugurated 
the day. Most of tho best 
founded 


historians, however, give the credit to 
the New England states. 


The -Dutch .governors: of Xew Neth- 


erlands appointed occasional days of 
thanksgiving- In 1G44, 16<15, 1655 and 
IGC-l, and the English governors fol- 
lowed their'example ln'1755'and 1760, 
and the Protestant Episcopal church 
In the United States 
In its prayer 


book, ratified In 1789, recommends for 
Thanksgiving-'day the first 'Thursday 
In November, unless some other day 
be appointed by the civil authorities. 
There were also occasional recommen- 
dations by other religious.-bodies, but 
no regular annual recommendation "by 
tho governor of New York before 1817.

characterized the last revolutionary 
outbreak in Barcelona, when the mob 
having sacked the convents and mon- 
asteries, tore the dead 
monlts 
and 


nuns from their tombs, paraded them 
about the city, either whole or piece- 
meal, exposed them to every sort of 
outrage, and ended by, setting them up 
In grotesque positions at the ruined 
entrances of the 
sacred 
buildings 


from which they- had been taken. 


Ever since Amelie's husband and 


eldest son were assassinated she had 
lived In utter terror lest her only re- 
maining son, Manuel II., should share 
their fate. For herself, her own safety 
and welfare, she cared little. Those 
who know Amelie realize that when a 
cruel death claimed her husband on 
that terrible afternoon In February, 
1905, her heart was quite broken, and 
the only Interest left for her in life 
.lay in her sen, Manuel. The domestic 
life of King Carlos and Amelie was 
utterly unclouded and the queen was 
the happiest of wives and mothers. 
Nothing has hurt her more cruelly 
than the assertion made so often that 
King Carlos was murdered by the peo- 
ple, 
especially by the Republicans, on 


account of his thefts from the public 
treasury and because of his immorali- 
ties. 
The truth is that Carlos was 


free from any feminine entanglements, 
devoted as any lover to his beautiful 
wife and that he was killed not by 
reason of his thefts from tho national 
treasury, but because he was endeavor- 
Ing to stop the wholesale robbery of 
the national funds by the leaders of 
the two great political parties of thf 
kingdom. 


Tried to Help the People.
